The maturing bills held by the public include $2,703 million held by
Federal Reserve Banks as agents for foreign and international nonetary
authorities, which may be refunded within the offering anount at the highest
di scount rate of accepted conpetitive tenders. Additional anobunts may be
i ssued for such accounts if the aggregate anmount of new bids exceeds the
aggregate anmount of maturing bills.

TreasuryDirect custoners requested that we reinvest their maturing hol d-
ings of approximately $923 mllion into the 13-week bill and $768 mllion into
the 26-week bill.
